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This bibliography is an addends to the La Raza: a selective bibliography of 
libsary resources (CSUN) published in 1973. The collection of research sc urces 
has grown considerably es has the need for easy access. 


The format of this addenda is basically the same as the base volume. Call 
numbers ara given for those materials owned by the University Libraries. Two 
sew sections - ‘La Chicana’ and “Third World” -were added because of specific 
new research needs of CSUN researchers. 


A special feature of the addenda is the inclusion of Chicano periodicals which 
are rarely indexed in the standard sources. The indexing was based on holdings 
at CSUN and unfortunately there are some gaps for missing issues. Articles from 
standard journals are not included since they are easily accessed through the 
standard periodical indexing sources.
